THE Power and Wifdom of God 
was largely nianifefled in the Pri- 
mitive Times, in making Fipjer- 
^tnen^ and M<jn of /Jw^/ External acquire- 
ments, Able Minilbers of the Gofpcl of 
Peace, which greatly tended to confound 
the Wifdom of this World, and to bring to 
nought the underftanding of the Prudent,, 
that no Rejh might glory in his Prefencc ; 
and this became obfervable, fo that when 
even fomc of their jidverfariesp^rcQived the 
Wifdom and Power that was with the AfO' 
ftlesj and underftood that fome of them 
were unlearned Men, they concluded, they 
had been with Jefus, ( as in the Gife of Pe- 
ter and Johrt^ ABs 4, v. 1 3. ) 

It was agreeable to their Buflncfs, that 
they fhould be endued with Power from on 
. high, who were to inftrna Mr ; in the Wif- 
, dom pertaining unto Godlinef^ 

Men had been Wife to do E /il, and were 
there in a Periftiing State, which Chvifl 
came to Redeem them out of, and endued 
his Inftruments with a Wifdom^^ contrary ta 
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the othtY^ and by the Foolifhnefs 
i Cor. i.v. of f reaching faved them that did 
21- 27. 2^. Believe. 

As this Method of Divine Providence 
was very R emarkable amongft the Primitive 
Chrifiians •, So hath it pleafed infinite Wif^ 
dom to concern Mean and Contemptible In- 
ftruments in this Work, in this Day^ where- 
in he hath caufed the everlafting Gofpcl to 
be Preached again, even the C off el of 
the Grace and Power of the Lord Jefns Chrift^^^ 
that Men thereby might have the Eyes of 
J their Underftandings opened to fee their 
i Sins, and the way out of them, and be 
Kjledeemed and Cleanfed from their former 
J vain converfation, and San<9:ified in Body, 
^ JSoul and Spirit-, and lb made meet to enjoy

fufScient. Thefe and fuch like dark Stuff, 
ferved me alfo to contend with, and com* 
fort my felf with, in Blindnefs, believing / 
that I was one of the Elefled Perfons, al- 
though my Faith I knew not to ftahd in the - 
Seed, in y^hich the Ele^ion is fure for ever. 
And in this blind Faith I flood a while, and 
contended for it, until God*s Witnefe in 
my own Confcience arofe and opened my 
Underftanding, and I then faw Man's De- 
firuflion to b§^of himfelf, and not of the 
Lord, and that his Salvation wasalone of 
God in CUrift Jefus, as he is believed in and 
received. 

And then as many of us, as came to be of 
that Belief, were again at a lofs in our -

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Scat of the Scorncr, for it is plain^ he 
VVritcs one thing, and means another^ 
which ftews a Tongue ivitbwt a Bridle^ and 
his Work to be with Two Faces ; and by 
(he Scriptures which he calls his Rule^ is he 
found in the vain Religion. My lafl: Tefti- 
mony it needed no Rubbing ; for I here 
tefliiie again, it is clear Truth, and clear 
enough to manifeft the Deceit of hira, and 
thofe concerned with him in it ; and it 
15 here offered again for him, with other 
Hypocrites, to fee their Facts in, and al^ 
fo to the Unbyafled mind, and to anfwer 
both his Pieces of Envy, Lies, Scoffis and 
Mocks; and were I not conftrained for 
the Light and Truths fake, IHiould rather 
chufe Silence, than to Anfwer either of 
his Pieces of Dirt, which at beft is but 
Food for the Serpent and his Seed, to 
feed upon.

edncfs, as he doth the Light of Chrift, our 
Principle, with C. B*s. Prcfumption and 
Wickednefs.
